HOGS MENACED 


Strang® Malady Taking Them Off by 
Hundreds in Madison County. 
Anderson. Ind., Oct. 14.— Farm ers of 
Madison county are alarmed over rn 
strange malady that is killing their 
hog®. They are not accepting the the­ 
ory that cholera in violent form is the 
cause, for the hogs meet with almost 
sudden death. 
Dr. M V. Hunt of this 
city lost thirty five hogs in less than 
five hours. 
Some of the hogs had ap­ 
peared rather sluggish the day before. 
but all were up during the early part 
of the day. 
All died apparently from 
hem orrhages of the nose, blood gush­ 
ing in a stream from their nostrils un­ 
til the animala would faJl over and ex 
pire. 
H asty examination did not deter­ 
mine the cause, but the liver of most 
of the hogs was full of clotted blood and 
their stom achs were full of corn, which 
wee being digested properly 
In a 
meeting of the farm ers organization 
today they are discussing a disease 
that is new and disastrous to hogs. 
It 
is estim ated that over 500 head of 
hogs have died in the vicinity of An­ 
derson during th© last two Weeki.
